It was passed 
by the 1949 legislature after many 
previous sessions had turned it 
down. 

About half the counties already 
have laws banning livestock fron 
the roads of the whole county or 
parts of it. To the rest of the coun- 
ties, compulsory restriction of 
wandering stock will be something 
new. s P 
Though the new statute ig famil- 
iarly identified as the "cattle fenc 
ing law,” it actually doesnt’ re- 
quire the animals to be fenced. It 
says simply: “No owner shall per- 
mit livestock to run at large on 
or stray upon“the public roads of 
this state.” : si 

How the owner keeps the live- 


stock from straying is his own af- 
fair. Of course, fencing is the prac 
tical way and the means likely to 
be chosen by everyone. : 

Those who intentionally or care- 
lessly let their animals stray after 
July 1 are liable for any accidents 
or damage. caused. They can bc 
sentenced to six months in jail or 
a $500 fine or both.
